The Lyon is a figure of the 
Dunne, and the Lawne, ofthynne Uapours :foz the 
fozceand vercue of the Dunne is greateſt, when bee 
entrech into Leot hereby avutingee the heate of 
the Dunne dzaweth chyn vapozs into the Apze, where 
beeing congealed, by che extreeme colde of tot middle 
Region, thep are agapne by the ſcoztchinge heate of 
the Dunne reſolued into dzoppes +

to Jupiter. Ithinke becauſe Iupiter beinge taken pro 
Aethere, and Iuno pro Acre, they baue molt lembla⸗ 
ble qualities and diſpoſitians 

Iupiter and Iuno, are ſayd to bee at variaunte, be- 
cauſe lupiter being hoat and dꝛpe , uot hauing his heat 
repzeſſed with moyſtneſſe, all thinges are burned and 
patcbed: agapn, when Iunos mopſtneſſe is not quali- 
fied with lupiters heate, all thinges are dzowned and 
ouerklowed: but when their qualities are wich equal 
temperaunce combyned together , thenthe Carthe 
poth pelde her kruites with greate plentye aud abun-

greene, Figureth the freſhueſſe ol luſtye Youthe : the 
Bay tree was firſt found, growtnge on the Hpll Par- 
naſſus conſecrated ts Apollo,whoſe Uertue is not to 
be ſubiected neither to Beaſtes, no} Lightenings. as 
Authozs baue repozted. Tiberius, as ofcen as it thii- 
dered,fo his better e againſt the lame, was 
crowned with the Bape, called among the Latines, 
Laurus. By the Cꝛcwue is lignified Uigilancie to

earth: His Þarpe in his left hand. betokneth the bar _ 


monie of þ celeſtial Spheres: & his Bow iu his right 
bad, ſigniſieth his waſting of ſome part ot the Earth, 
by the Arrowe of extreeme aud intemperate heace. 
The Poets feygn,that Ocnomaus, aking of Arca- 
dia, counſapled by the Dzacle, learned that he ſhoulde 
dye, when his daughter called H ia, ſhoulde 
take an Duſbande (becauſe of a Sonne which ſhoulde 
diſpoſſeſſe him of his Ringdome ) wherefoze hee in- 
ſtituted and ozdained a Game called the Nunninge 
of the Chariotts, that who ſoeuer ouercame him 
by ouer ſwyktneſſe, ſhoulde haue his Daughter, and 
whom be ouercame to be pzeſentlyeſlapne.Daving by 
bis pollicy ,ſubdued many, be hoped ſo to daunt þcou- 
ragte of the reſt, to be aduiſed ofbupinge loue ſo deare, 
and thereby to ſtretch and lengthen his dayes to Ne- 
tors ytares: But Pelops far enamoured on Hyppo- 
damia,bp belpe of ſwyfte Courſers, ouerran Ocno- 
maus Chariotts,and wan hisLoue,oz beſt beloued. 
Apollo foz iopt of his Uictozpe gaue hym to bis Pa- 
riage, bis the footed ſtoole. wzought out of fpne'Gold, 
by Vulcan the Smyth: the Legs of the Stoole were 
Luſfte,Beautie,Scrength.The Seate to ſitte bypon,
